‘one .cash ‘counts for ‘two, that is, ‘it does 
so in numbers above twenty, 50 thal when. 
one hears that he is'to be-pald five hundred 
cash he uncterstands that he will receive two 


hundred and fifty pieces, Tess the local abate- 


+ ment, which perpetually shifts in the different 


‘places. There is 2 coustant intermixture of 
smali or spurious cash, leading to inevitable 
disputes between dealers in any commodity. At 

‘ jrregularintervals, the local’ magistrates become 
impressed ‘with: the evil of this debasement of 

- the currency, and issue stern proclamations 
against i, This gives'the swarm of underlings 
‘in the magistrate's yamdn an opportunity to levy 
squcezes on nil. the cash shops in the district, 
and to make the transaction ofall business more 
or less difficult. Prices at once rise, to meet the 
temporary necessity for pure cash, As soon as 
the paying ore in this vein is exhausted, and it 
is‘not worked tanny extent, the bad cash return, 
but pricca do ‘net fall, Thus the irrepressible. 
law by which the worse currency ‘drives out the 
better, isnever for an instant suspended. “The 
condition of the cash becomes worse and worse, 
until as in some parts of the province of Honan, 

" everyone gges to market with two entirely distinct 
sets of cash, one of which is the ordinary mixture 
of good with bad, and the other is composed 
exclusively of counterfeit pieces. ° Certain articles 
“are paid for with. the spurious cashonly, But 
in regaid to other ‘commodities this is matter 
of special bargain, ard accordingly there is 
fod’ these articles a double market price, That 
‘enormous losses must result from such a ‘state 
- of things, is to any weslemer obvious ata glance, 
although the Chinese are so accustomed to 
inconveniences of this sott, that they seem 
almost unconscious of their existence, and the 
evils. are felt only, as the pressure of the 
atrnosphereis felt, “Chinesecash is einphatically 
filthy lucre’ "Tt cannot be handle without 
+ contamination, The strings, of five hundred or 
a thousand (nominal) pieces, are exceedingly: 
liable to break, which involves great trouble in 
recounting and re-tying, There is no uniformity

» about his neck. But instead of adjusting himself

drags himself to’ the utmast limit of his tether, 
and recliyes with big head at an angle of forty: 
five degrees, his neck stretched ia such a way as 
to, threaten the dislocation of his cervical 
vertebie, We wonder why he does not break 
his neck, and still niort,orhat pleasure there can 
be in the apparest Heme to do so, No 
Occidental donkey would behave in such o way, 
The reader who has fullowed us thus far, through 
_ these imulequate iNasrations of our topic, will 
bear in mind that the Chinese race, though aps, 
parently in a condition of stmi-strangulation, 
seemsto itself carnparatively comfortable, which 
‘ ts batto gay that the Chinese standard of com- 
fort ard converience, and the standard to which 
we are accustomed, we widely variant, which is 
the pr; osision with which we began, : 

His act unususl to hear persons who have 
considerable acquaintance with the Chinese and 
their ways, especially in the aspects to which our 
attention has just been drawn, affirm that the 
Chinese are not civilised ||. This very superficial 
and erponcons judgment is due to an unphiloso- 
“phical confounding ofcivilisation andcomfost. In 

\ Consilering the present Condition of China, which 
* ig much what it was three centurien ago, it is 
well (o look upon the changes through which we 
,ourselves have’ passed, for thus only can we 
urrive ato just comparison, We cannot think 
of the England of Milton, Shakspeare. and 
Elizabeth as an uncivilised country, but nothin; 
is more certain than that tothe most of us it 
would now prove tobe a most intolerable sesi- 
dence. Mr. John Richard Green, who has done 
so, much to clucidate the history of the English 
people, was the firstto remark that it Is from 
the reign of Elizabeth, that we date-the rise of 
that conception’ which now ‘seems to us a 
peculiarly English one,the conception of domestic 
comfort.

Times -have 
changed, and,we have changed with them. In 
China, on the contrary, times have not changed,’ 
and neither have the people. The standard of 
comfort and convenience. is the same'now, as It 
has been for centuries, When new conditions 
arise, these standards will inevitably alter, That 
they will ever be the same as those to which we 
have become accustomed, is however, to he

very much rain, which greatly impeded the work 
of the Kelung railway, at Nia-ka, two miles from 
‘Kelung, Work at a tunnel through the top of a 
mountain, 400 feet high; has been going on for 
over'a year; the heavy rain caused -a earthslip 
and most of the work done at the tuonel has 
fallen in, veryluckily when no_ workmen were in 


it, so that no accidents occurred, The work at the |, 


tunnel, which will besbout 600 feat long. has lately 
been carried, on under native superintendence 
only, Mr. Bolton having received orders from 
the ‘Governor to commence the: line from 
Taipakfu to Taiwanfoo, and the other foreign 
engineers are at’ work completing the: line 
towards Nia-ka 3 the work at, the iron bridge 
over the Kelung river, between Nia-ka and Sut- 
tene-ka, is fast progressing and the line is now 
completed.so far: the road on the opposite side 
of the river towards Nia-ka is so fir ready and 
requires only to be ballasted, slcepers'and rails 
to be put, down, which will be done as soon as 
l'the bridge is completed and trains can pass over.
